The Perfect Man

Job 1:8. “Hast thou considered my 
servant Job, that there is none like 
him in the earth, a perfect and an up- 
right man, one that feareth God, and 
escheweth evil?” 

For some time this message has 
burned in my heart with a desire to 
send it to the Evangel, and not feel- 
ing able to do it justice, have put it 
off. But, realizing the great need of 
perfection in the church today, will 
hasten to give my opinion through 
God’s Word. 

We read in Matt. 5:48, “Be ye there- 
fore perfect, even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect.” Then 
in Eph. 5:25-27, “Husbands, love your 
wives, even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it; that 
he might sanctify and cleanse it with 
the washing of the water by the word. 
That he might present it to himself a 
glorious church not having spot, or 
wrinkle, or any such thing; but that 
it should be holy and without blem- 
ish,” or in other words that it might 
be perfect. 

We as the Church of God do not 
believe in living in sin; we denounce 
it and declare by the grace of God and 
through the blood of Jesus we are 
able to live free from sin and I believe 
this. But, oh, the little spots and 
wrinkles that we: notice . about our 
nice, clean garments: now:and then. 
Well if we have quit the sinning busi- 
ness, then subtract or do, away with 
the spots, wrinkles, and blemishes. We 
would find the answer to be a perfect 
people or church. Oh God, hasten us 
on to perfection, that we will be ready 
to go in the rapture. 

But again we read in 2 Tim. 4:3, 
“For the time will come when they 
will not endure sound (perfect) doc- 
trine.’? We ofttimes in referring to 
this verse apply it to the cold, dead, 
formal professors of today, but I say 
from experience, we need not move 
out of our own ranks to find a goodly 
number who live in 2 Tim. 4:3. 

As we draw the plumb line of God’s 
Word on people of today, how they 
come back with excuses and self- 
justification by saying, I’ve never been 
eondemned; or I haven’t as yet receiv- 
ed light on the Scripture along that 
line; or sister, if you had my trials 
and troubles you would not preach so 
strong, etc. Especially if the minister 
bears down on the parents bringing 
up children in the way they should 
go; they say if that preacher had a 
few, he would talk differently. Well, 
right here we will drop back to our 
text, Have you ever considered Job? 
To consider means to fix the mind up- 
on, or to meditate, etc. 

Many of us have heard the sad, piti- 
ful story of Job, but the question is, 
have you considered his case, analyzed 
it from top to bottom? or in other 
words, have you ever taken the story 
of Job and put on a (imaginary) pic- 
ture show in your mind. Let us try 
now to look at his life. 

Some say, “Oh, if I didn’t have a 
mean wife I could easily live perfect, 
or if it were not for this bunch of un- 
ruly children, ete., and my business 
life. Oh, if I just were not a business 
man I could keep sanctified.” Brother, 
sister, if you’re crucified with Jesus 
and sanctified wholly, you can live a 
perfect life. Have you considered Job? 
He did. And if Brother Job in all of 
his trials and tests was perfect, who 
lived some fifteen hundred years be- 
fore the blood of Jesus was shed and 
before the Holy Ghost came down, we 
should be ashamed of ourselves if we 
don’t even live better. 

Some say if it were not for my aw- 
ful trials, I could live better. Brother, 
sister, it takes trials to perfect us, SO 
let us welcome the tools that God 
would use on us to make us ready to 
meet Jesus, instead of grumbling at 
them. Of all the great, good men of 
the Bible, with Jesus as an exception, 
Job had the most severe tests. We 
think of Abraham’s test of giving up 
one son, but Job lost seven sons, with- 
out any such promise or hope as Abra- 
ham had. We think of Joseph’s trial 
as his brethren hated him, but noth-

the beast is representative of a world- 
wide kingdom in each instance; there- 
fore, the comparison readily yields to 


the application. The lion, Babylon; 
the bear, Media-Persia; the leopard, 
Greece or Macedonia, the terrible 


beast of Dan. 7:7, Rome. In the thir- 
teenth chapter of Revelation what we 
have is a confederation of each of the 
above international features repre- 
sented by the beast out of thesea which 
is the seventh ana last head of the 
world-wide empires. When, therefore, 
we look for the mark of the beast we 
must not look so much for the “mark 
of a man” as the emblem of its na- 
tional significance used by the anti- 
christ. What, therefore, is the mark? 
and what does it represent? It must 
of a necessity represent not only the 
beast, but especially that nation from 
which the beast shall arise. 

It is certain from Dan. 7:7 that 
final antichrist which is the final and 
last king of the seventh head comes 
from Rome. If we are to find the 
mark of the beast then we shall find 
it in that nation from which the beast 
shall come. If, therefore, the antichrist 
is a Roman, he will certainly display 
the mark of the Roman government. 
If, therefore, we may locate such a 
mark being worn and appropriated by 
a man or set of men, then we will 
certainly have no trouble in locating 
the Antichrist. Let me ask, would not 
the antichrist display the emblem or 
mark of the nation from which he 
comes? You must certainly answer in 
the affirmative. 

Does not the American bald eagle 
represent America? Is it not the na- 
tional emblem of our government? It 
is worn by all government officials, 
stamped on all its official publications 
and on our system of finance general- 
ly. 

What then is the national emblem 
of ancient Rome? Most assuredly it 
was then the fasces. What is a fasces? 
It is a bundle of seven rods, bound 
around with a leather strap and in the 
middle of which is a battle ax. When 
the Roman Imperial government was 
setting in judgment, either its em- 
peror or its magistrates, this emblem 
was displayed by some one going be 
fore carrying or holding the fasces. 

In the seventh and last head of the 
world-wide empires we have a revival 
of the characteristics of the four pre- 
vious world-wide empires blended in- 
to one system or government head. 
Rev. 13:2-3 shows that it has the 
mouth of a lion (Babylon), feet of a 
bear (Media-Persia), its body was like 
a leopard (Greece), and it had ten 
horns which is representative of the 
“terrible beast” which was Rome. 
Then the beast coming out of the Ro- 
man government and_ incorporating 
the features of the other ancient 
world-wide empires into its system, its 
national emblem would certainly be 
that of the fasces otherwise it would

John was told that there were seven 
kings and that there were seven moun- 
tains, Rev. 17:9-10. Each of these kings 
was representative of a mountain or 
government which had been  promi- 
nent in world history and with respect 
to God’s people and history making 
of the kingdoms of mankind. He 
further tells us that five of these had 
fallen, Rev. 17:10, and that “one is,” 
which was Rome. In Rev. 13:3 he tells 
us that one head was wounded to 
death. If five had fallen then the only 
one that could be wounded to death 
was Rome. 

He again tells us that “his deadly 
wound was healed,” then the one 
which is healed is again certainly 
Rome. This healing is most assuredly 
the restoration of international  su- 
premacy with its confederates, over 
which the final antichrist reigns, form- 
ing the seventh and last head of world- 
wide authority. He further tells us af- 
ter this healing takes place that “all 
the world wondered after the beast.” 

In Rev. 17:1-7 John gives us anoth- 
er graphic picture of this same beast 
with a “woman sitting” upon it who 
is called “MYSTERY, BABYLON THE 
GREAT, THE MOTHER OF HAR- 
LOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE 
EARTH.” This enigmatical drama cer- 


tainly features the seventh and last 
head of Roman imperialism, domi- 
nated over by the ecclesiastical au- 


thority of the papal church which in- 
cludes all other false systems of reli- 
gion, gathered under one ecclesiastical 
head and all governmental systems 
under one international head. 

Let me here ask, is not all the worid 
wondering today at the Mussolini of 
Italy? and are not almost the whole 
of apostate Christianity looking with 
favor upon the Catholic church again? 
It is when Rome has again gained in- 
ternational ascendancy under anti- 
christ that not only “will all the world 
wonder after the beast” but will say 
of such a gigantic federation, ‘““Who 
is able to make war with the beast?” 

THE REVIVAL OF THE FASCES 

After the deportation of Mussolini 
who had been exiled during the war, 
he returned and took sides with 
France causing Italy to unite with the 
allies. He later came out with the 
publication of his newspaper and mes- 
sage to Italy upon the front page of 
which was the fasces. Upon the appear- 
ance of this old ancient mark of im- 
perialism all Italy made sport of Mus- 
solini, saying, “He is going to revive 
the Roman emptre.” However, such 
was the mind of Mussolini, which is 
more rapidly being fulfilled today. He 
further boasts that within six years 
he will have the Roman empire re- 
vived. 

It is equally significant that the 
same day and date that the fasces ap- 
peared in Italy on Mussolini’s paper, 
America came out with a new dime on 
which appeared the fasces. But what

ing is worse than for a man’s wife or 


companion to turn against him. We 
think of Moses giving up the king’s pal- 





ace of which he (Moses) was not own- 


er. But Job,the richest man of the East, 
holding the titles of his goods, lost it 
all; and others we could mention, but 
I believe Job would head the list 
when it comes to trials. Have you in 
your testing time stopped to consider 
Job? If not, try this as a help. 

Let us consider him now. Job, the 
wealthy man, but yet perfect. If God 
has any perfect people today, it truly 
isn’t those whom He has prospered. 


Look where you may, are they per- 
fect? Nay verily, but contrarily, are 
exalted, high minded, etc. Job had 


seven thousand sheep, three thousand 
camels, five hundred yoke of oxen and 
five hundred she asses; this making 
a total of eleven thousand animals, be- 
sides a great household, yet he wor- 
shipped God. 


Ah, when some of our good sisters 
have only a small household of three 
or four children and about five rooms 
to clean Sunday morning, then fail to 
turn out and worship, and some farm- 
ers because of eight or ten milk cows 
and a few calves stay out of service 
because of so much work, shame on 
you. Consider Job. You might say, 
“But Job had servants.” True enough 
and if you can’t afford servants, put 
that half grown, lazy daughter to 
washing dishes and sweeping the 
floors; get the boys on the job, and 
you'll see that you can get off to Sun- 
day School in time. No matter how 
Job managed he had much more to 
see after than you or I, thus leaving 
us without excuse. 

Could any walk of life be more try- 
ing than a man with a big business, 
who works perhaps hundreds of em- 
ployees? Consider his business life, I 
mean the trying side of it. Perhaps 
some of the sheep herders would g0 
to sleep on the job, letting some of 
the flock go astray or be devoured by 
vicious beasts. Then when Job heard 
the story he kept sweet in his soul, 
yes perfect. Would you if your hired 
man caused you to suffer loss? I fear 
some of us would lose our little bit of 
sanctification, get mad, fire him, and 
lose all our victory. Then perhaps the 
ox tenders eloped with a few hundred 
oxen. Now these are reasonable imagi- 
nations, for people who are trusted 
on jobs are usually the thieves as a 
rule, but not every time. Yet Job was 
perfect. 





But we'll jump over all the other 
things we could imagine or consider 
and go into details of his real, actual 
trials. Job 1:14 tells us of a messen- 
ger who came and told Job that his 
oxen and asses were killed. What 
would you do, Mr. Farmer, Church of 
God member, iz some one would ap- 
proach your barn with gun and shells 
and shoot until every horse, calf, and 
colt fell down dead, also your hogs, 
etc.? What would you do? What did 
Job do? He retained his integrity, 
meaning virtue or uprightness. Oh, I 
can almost see some of our professors 
laying out the case before some of- 
ficial. Sure you would, but Job would 
not. He was perfect, and we must be 
if we go up in the rapture. 

But some say, “Does God expect us 
to suffer loss at the hand of our en- 
emy?” Yes. In Matt. 5, Jesus referring 
to these same kind of tests, said, ‘“Re- 
sist not evil” (not sin) but those who 
would make us suffer. Well, I wonder 
how many of us could love such an en- 
emy, as Jesus commanded, and go on 
worshipping God. We haven’t many 
Jobs. Some of us if we had a prayer 
meeting in our home, would not enjoy 
it for fear some thief might happen 
in and take something. Well Job had 
an army of enemies to come and de- 
stroy his stock, but was yet perfect. 
Some would backslide if some of the 
neighbors’ chickens got in their gar- 
den. 

Let’s go on. His enemies could not 
make him backslide. Verse 16. A mes- 
senger said, “God has sent fire from 
heaven and killed your sheep.” How 
many of us backslide because we feel 
like God has turned His back on us. 
But not Job. The Word says in all this 
he sinned not. God has to baby us 
around like everything to keep us in a 
notion of serving Him. Poor Job didn’t 
get much petting, but one blow after 
another. In verse 17 we find another 
army of enemies came and carried off 
the camels. Did Job pursue after 
them? Oh, not that we have record 
of, but he blessed God. Could you, if 
some one would drive off that eighteen 
hundred dollar car of yours? Oh, I 
fear we would not make good _ sub- 
stitutes, much less Jobs. 

In verse 18:19 we read of the death 
of his ten children. “Oh,” somebody 
said, “Sister, you don’t have any trou- 
ble, you can afford to live good.” 
Saints, I would never put myself up 
as an example but here is one man 
that had trouble after trouble, trial 
after trial, and stayed perfect, and we 
fail. by shouting and dancing part of 
the time. But we got a little ahead of 
ourselves here. Job’s boys and girls 


| cine. I say, Let us live up to our pro- 





were not saved as we know of, for Job 
worried about them, got up early ev- 
ery morning, made offerings for them, 
and sanctified them. How are you par- 
ents? Do you make many offerings 
(prayers) for your children? do you 
do your part in sanctifying them? If 
you are perfect, you will. You might 
say, How can I sanctify my child? 
Well, you can sanctify the outside if 
nothing more, by not letting them sing 
ungodly songs, read unholy literature 
and keep them in service, and dress 
them holy. How many of our parents 
permit their daughters to wear over- 
alls, knickers, shirts, etc. Oh, parents 
I believe you will have to move up 
if you go up in the rapture. The Word 
says, Abraham commanded his chil- 
dren; but our modern parents coax 
and pay theirs to obey them. This is 
far from a perfect way. Job raised a 
family of ten, yet yas perfect, but that 
is the excuse of folks today, if I did 
not have a family, I could be much 
better. Consider Job. It is a common 
thing to see our young girls, whose 
parents shout and talk in tongues, 
wear spike heels, when common sense 
without salvation would abhor such a 
thing. They are injurious to the health, 
also worldly looking, and God said ab- 
stain from the very appearance of evil. 
And not only spike heels do they wear, 
but permanent waves, spit curls, low 
necks, knee skirts, and jewelry. Par- 
ents, I refuse to believe you have per- 
fect victory, if you allow the daughter 
that is yet not of age to turn out in 
such a garb. You could shout loud and 
jump high, but to me it would sound 





like sounding brass or a_ tinkling 
symbol. As long as you support them | 
you should have some rule over them. | 
Now remember you can live right and 
raise a big family. Job did. Job’s God | 
is still alive. 

Now we find Satan paying Job an: | 
other visit, in chapter 2, verse 7. Job | 
is smitten with a dreadful disease, | 
sores from the top of his head to the 
sole of his feet. Some of us would run 
to the doctor with just a little infec- 
tion, but Job did not. He humbled 
himself and called on God, the thing 
we should do, instead of trusting in 
the arm of flesh. What would you do 
if you were sore from head to foot? 
the wife or some of the others of the 
family wanting you to call the doctor. 
How many of us trust God to perfec- 
tion on divine healing? Consider Job. 
He did. I once had a boil on my eye 
lid, and oh, such pain. My face and 
head ached for days and nights. I 
would fall across the bed and cry and 
beg God to heal it, but it stayed for 
days. I was advised to go to the doc- 
tor and have it lanced as it seemed 
that it would not come to a head. But 
I considered Job and thought if he 
could stand them all over his body, I 
could stand one. 

You might say, “To be perfect must 
I stand on divine healing?” Yes. The 
Words says if any among you are 
sick, call for the elders. That does not 
spell doctor. It takes suffering and 
trusting God to perfect us. I believe 
if we become perfect it will be in obey- 
ing God’s Word not excusing or try- 
ing to justify ourselves around it. 
How are you standing on divine heal- 
ing? Consider Job. 

Remember Jesus is coming after a 
bride that has confidence in Him. 
What man would marry a woman that 
would not trust him? He would be a 
fool, not God’s Son. But some say, 
“Wait until you suffer real bad.” Do 
you believe Job suffered? If you ever 
had any experience with boils you 
would answer, Indeed he must have 
been tortured. Other pains come and 
go, but a boil aches continually, and 
as a rule stays quite awhile. So it will 
behoove us to be longsuffering. I’ve 
heard folks say, “When sick, I’ll send 
for the saints to come and pray, but 
if I don’t get delivered, I’ll do some- 
thing else.” Now I feel that you might 
as well do something else to start with, 
for I hardly believe you would get 
healing in the face of such doubts. If 
Satan can get us anywhere, it is usual- 
ly when we are suffering real bad. I 
can almost hear him talking to the 
Lord about us as he did Job, Let me 
make them real sick, and hinder their 
prayers for a few weeks or a month 
or so, and you will see how many eld- 
ers they will call in. Oh, the reproach 
we have suffered from our enemies, 
because we testified to divine healing, 
yes, and even reproved others for not 
trusting God, and then got sick and 
called the doctor or took some medi- 


fession. Let us be like Job of old, if we 
do suffer, hold on to God, bless and 
magnify His name. 

I say shame on us who are filled 
with the blessed Holy Ghost, and fail 
God, when Job did not even know the 
taste of the joy and encouragement we 
have. But somebody said, “My husband 
demanded me to do something.” Well 
Job’s wife insisted too, but he did not 
obey her. I believe if we are  deter- 
mined to trust God, parents, com- 
panion, children nor any one else will 
ever get us to go back on His Word. 
We can find many excuses, if we want 
to, but God doesn’t accept excuses in 
the place of obedience to His Word. 
We are talking about perfection and 
vou are not perfect if you trust in the 
arm of flesh. Remember Jesus said to 
be perfect, not just try. Well in all 
this Job sinned not. 

His next, and most severe trial in 
my estimation, was his wife turning 
against him. There is no suffering 
worse, yea, even sickness, than for 
your companion to forsake you, or for 
their love to turn into hatred. In all 
this trouble he had no one to comfort 
him or love him and some of us fail 
with all the prayers and love from the 





faithful saints of God. I say shame on 
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us. Consider Job. 

What about it, brothers and sisters, 
does your unfaithful companion make 
you fail God in any way? Oh so many 
are like Peter, a maid can make them 
backslide quicker than anything. I say 
God give us some more Jobs that wo- 
men can’t make fail God. One woman 
said once, “If you had a mean man 
to live with you would not tiraw such 
a perfect line for folks to live by.” 
Say what you will, if you love God like 
Job did, you'll go through the fire for 
Him. If you have a perfect experience 
with God and living a perfect life, you 
can endure a sinner husband or wife. 

And last but not least, Job had 
three friends to visit him. As they ap- 
proached him his mass of sores and 
other troubles had so marred his 
countenance that his friends did not 
recognize him. They seemed _ spell- 
bound when they had to believe their 
eyes. Then they began to brand him 
as a sinner, etc. My, we can shout real 
loud while we are with the saints, but 
how do we act when our used-to-be, 
worldly friends come to see us, find 
us sick in bed and begin to persecute, 
make threats, yea, even mock our God 
in whom we declare is all power to 
heal. I realize it takes old time reli- 
gion to stand in a time like this and 
yet keep sweet and magnify God. How 
many of us get scared when our un- 
godly friends come and we dare not 
mention God’s name, or else get ex- 
cited and call a doctor. I say, Oh God, 
give us some more Jobs, some who 
will magnify God while going through 
the fire. I really believe God has a 
a few who will serve and trust Him 
to perfection in this day. I am now 
thinking of dear Brother and Sister 
Hicks, who have trusted God along 
the line of healing and saw three of 
their precious children pass away, 
with threats of ungodly friends or 
Job’s comforters mocking all around, 
but they said, “Thy will be done.” 
Thank God for a few faithful ones. 

We can preach a perfect way, etc., 
but if it is not backed by a life that 
will confirm our preaching it is like 
a sounding brass or a tinkling symbol. 
Some might think after trusting God 
as Job did, surely he would become 
puffed up, but not so. In Job 40:4 we 
see what he thinks of himself. He says, 
“Behold I am vile.” Brother, sister, 
the better you get in the sight of God, 
the smaller and more of nothing you 
become in your own eyes. God have 
mercy on the preacher who would dare 
thimk or say, “I am a good preacher,” 
or the Christian who would say, “I’m 
humble or good.” Jesus said, “There 
is none good but God.” There is only 
one way to perfection and that is to 
get God in us and let Him talk, act 
and live our lives for us. Then God 
could say of us as He did Job, “Go to 
it, devil, try them all you please,” for 
God knows He Its stronger than the 
devil and He said, “He that is in you 
is greater than he that is in the 
world.” Do you claim to have salva- 
tion or Christ within and get mad, 
abuse your ungodly friends, treat 
your unfaithful companion with con- 
tempt, and fail to trust God for heal- 
ing in this good Holy Ghost dispensa- 
tion? If you do, consider Job. He did 
not have this good plan of sanctifica- 
tion, nor the precious Holy Ghost, ete. 
I say, Shame on us all. Consider Job.

has that to do with it? says someone. 
It is the fulfillment of prophecy and 
especially betrays the fact that within 
the rank and file of American govern- 
ment the foreign agents of Rome are 
at work. The appearance of the fasces 
on the new dime is also a pledge of 
faithfulness of such agent to Rome. 

Look on the other side of the new 
dime and what is there? The statue 
of Liberty, says one. No, the statue of 
Liberty has no wings on its head; be 
side this, it is the picture of a woman 
while this face is that of a man. Then 
who is it? asks another. Why it is 
Mercury, the Roman god of commerce. 
It is very suitable for both to appear 
together as they represent ancient 
Rome and naturally go hand and hand. 
Certainly if Roman world-wide  su- 
premacy is again to be revived, it 
must assuredly come about by both 
war and commerce. 


It is all the more apparent that such 
is the case since the fasces at the ap- 
pearance of the opening of the Bank- 
of-Italy by Mr. Gainini in Los Angeles, 
Calif. Mr. Gainini was a wealthy fruit 
merchant who during the wreck of 
business and banks by the earthquake 
in San Francisco made a large amount 
of money by lending money to the 
Italians. Mr. Gainini, who was himself 
an Italian, went to the banking com- 
mission, asking for a commission to 
open up a branch bank. The Lehman 
Brothers controlled banking in Los 
Angeles and the commission was re- 
fused, whereupon Mr. Gainini smiling- 
ly said, “I will buy you out.”

“The Bank of Italy,” “The Bank of 
Italy of California,” and “The Bank 
of America,” known and _ operated 
under the name “Bancitaly.” “The 
Bank of Italy” controls every bank in 
the state of Oregon. 

Where elise do we find the fasces? 
On the new Hupmobile car, on federal 
milk, and hundreds of other commod- 
ities manfactured in America. How- 
ever, what is more especially signifi- 
cant of its display is the fact that the 
“American Society of Engineers” has 
adopted the fasces as their emblem. 
The above will give a fair idea of the 
widespread usage of the fasces. 

Someone asks, Then if we buy such 
commodities or handle the new dime 
are we guilty of the mark of the beast? 
I answer, “No.” There is no test of 
authority placed on the mark now. 
When the mark will become destruc- 
tive to bring upon those having it the 
curse of God is not until after the 
Church has been raptured and _ the 
beast holds sway over the whole world. 
It is being, no doubt, circulated now 
by those who are themselves interest- 
ed in the widespread of Romanism 
throughout the whole world. It is 
doubtless placed on manufactured pro- 
ducts so that Catholics or Roman sub- 
jects may know from whom they are 
buying. When the mark brings down 
the wrath of God upon the bearer’s 
head is when it is placed upon the 
forehead or in the right hand. This 
will be done so that the antichrist will 
immediately know his subjects.

Sketches of a Discourse 
On The Trinity

“My doctrine is not mine, but his 
that sent me. If any man will do his 
will, he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or whether I 
speak of myself.” John 7:16, 17. 


The above are some of the words of 
Christ and infers that He came to this 
earth as a Son (begotten, John 3:16) 
to fulfill a mission for God the Father 
(the begetter, Heb. 1:5). This mission 
was to deliver a message of salvation 
to the lost world. This message was 
from God the Father, conveyed to us 
by His Son. This message contains 
light and life to those who accept, but 
darkness and death to those who re- 
fuse. Jesus Christ became the medi- 
ator between God and man, 1 Tim. 
2:5, and His message should be of 
utmost importance to us as our hap- 
piness and success in this life and the 
life to come (in heaven) depends on 
our acceptance and strict adherence 
to its teachings; otherwise, we will be 
lost, cast away into outer darkness 
in that day of all days where one’s 
memory will still linger.
